and mos¢. Some people have, on their own initiative, cleared small patches

& large space in the center of the town and until 1950 held their meetings, 
October Revolution and May Day holidays, in this square, In 1950 the square 

was planted with flowers and trees, boards with photographs ef distinguished 
Communist ministers wiye erected, and it was changed into a town park, ©

was small, Some of the people retreated with the Germans and others of German 
origin were repatriated, The decrease in pomilation was wery obvious when 
rebuilding and repair work was started on the paper factories, textile 
factories, and ships, Workers were needed everywhere, The old Orthodex 
Russians from Poland who had been repatriated to the USSR were moved to Klaipeda 
and had te work there, After the collectivization of the villages in Lithuania, 
the youth went to the tows, especially to Klaipeda, because it was much easier 
te obtain work and also to be registered. The demobilized Russians from the 
areas of Kaliningrad and Klaipeda moved with their families to the eity ef — 
Klaipeda, The population now consists ef 10 percent Lithuanians, 40 percent 
Russians, 10 percent 91d Orthodox Russiane from Poland, and 10 percent Jews, 
Georgians, Armenians, Ukrainians, etc. ; 
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4. The Russians from Poland do not have contact with the other Russians; 
they dislike them and there are often incidents and brawls, However, they 
are on good terms with the Lithuanians and take their side against the other 
Russians in quarrels, The Russians from Poland observe their holidays, The 
Jews engage in commercial trade and keep to themselves, The Georgians and 
Armenians are very close, They make no distinction between Party or non- 
Party members, bosses or workers —~ one supports the other.
